To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  information  and  consideration  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  the  Borough  of  Leigh  for  the  year  1362. 

The  year  by  and  large  was  a  most  satisfactory  one  from  a  health  point  of  view.  The 
downward  population  trend  was  at  last  halted  and,  with  a  new  year  estimate  of  46,500,  showed 
an  inorease  of  120  over  the  previous  year.  The  birth  rate  reaohed  its  highest  sinoe  1^4 5 
with  a  figure  of  17.1  per  thousand,  and  the  death  rate  decreased  slightly  to  l6,l.  The  pre- 
dominent  causes  of  death  were  those  diseases  associated  with  the  nervous  and  oiroulatory 
systems  i,e.  strokes  and  heart  disease,  with  diseases  of  respiration  in  a  by  no  means  in¬ 
significant  second  plaoe.  The  total  number  of  deaths  this  year  from  cancer  of  the  lung  was  27 
(4  more  than  last  year). 

The  inoidenoe  of  oommunioaJble  diseases  in  the  Borough  was  almost  noteworthy  by  its  absence, 
and  it  was  particularly  pleasing  to  notice  that  the  really  preventable  diseases  (diphtheria, 
whooping  oough,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis)  were  represented  by  3  oases  of  whooping  cough.  All 
the  Health  Servioes  are  prepared  to  play  their  part  in  maintaining  this  record  if  only  the  parents, 
of  young  ohildren  in  particular,  are  willing  to  co-operato  and  take  advantage  of  the  available 
facilities. 

An  exception  to  the  above  is  Pulmonary  Tuberoulosis  which  continued  to  be  notified  at  a 
steady,  though  not  alarming,  rate.  This  is  an  infeotive  illness  whioh  now  responds  dramatically 
to  treatment  and  oan  be  quickly  rendered  non-inf eotive.  Nevertheless,  too  many  people  delay 
seeking  medical  advice  far  too  long. 

Whilst  it  is  clear  that  an  increasing  amount  of  inspectorial  work  was  undertaken  by  the  staff, 
unfortunately  much  had  to  be  left  undone.  Had  the  town  experienced  an  outbreak  of  food  poisoning 
oven  more  would  have  had  to  be  deferred.  The  acoummulative  back-log  following  staff  shortages  un¬ 
fortunately  leaves  its  mark  for  far  too  long  a  period, 

I  welcome  this  opportunity  of  expressing  thanks  to  you,  14*.  Chairman,  and  all  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  continued  interest  in  the  Department,  and  to  the  Members  of  the  staff 
and  my  colleagues  in  the  Town  Hall  for  their  ever-ready  help  and  co-operation.

The  total  number  of  registered  live  births  assignable  to  the  Borough  of  Leigh  for  the 
year  1962  was  802  oompared  with  JdC  the  previous  year.  The  corresponding  Birth  Rato  for 
the  two  years  respectively  are  17.2  and  16.8  per  1,000  estimated  population. 

The  orude  death  rate  is  13.0  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  resident  population,  but  when 
this  is  corrected  and  adjusted  by  making  allowances  for  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the 
population  it  becomes  comparable  with  the  death  rate  of  the  country  as  a  whole,  or  with  the 
death  rate  of  any  other  area.  This  standardised  death  rate,  as  it  is  then  termed,  is  l6.1 
per  1,000  estimated  population  for  the  Borough  of  Leigh.

ADMINISTRATION, 


In  reviewing  this  section  of  the  report  on  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  it  is 
appropriate  that  attention  should  be  drawn  to  the  fact  that  although  muoh  has  been  aohieved 
during  the  year  there  are  many  aspects  of  the  work  not  receiving  attention.  This  position 
is  obviously  unsatisfactory  since  the  public  relies  so  much  on  the  work  of  this  department 
for  its  well-being. 


The  figures  dealing  with  slaughterhouse  duties  demonstrate  how  this  side  of  the  work 
has  increased  and,  using  the  time  factor  formula  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  Fisheries  & 

Food  for  the  inspection  of  carcases,  a  total  of  2,333  hours  were  spent  on  this  work,  equivalent 
to  one  and  one  fifth  inspectors  during  each  working  day  throughout  the  year,  this  being  no  mean 
proportion  of  the  total  available  time. 


In  the  Clean  Air  section  the  map  which  has  been  included  gives  a  proportion  of  the  progress 
made  to  date  towards  implementing  the  policy  of  the  Council  under  the  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air 
Act,  1356.  Unfortunately  this  progress  is  not  being  maintained  because  of  staff  shortage.

SMOKE  CONTROL  AREAS. 

Last  year  it  was  rcportod  to  you  that  Nos.  1  and  2  Smoke  Control  Areas  had 
boon  submitted  to  tho  Ministry  for  approval.  These  approvals  wore  received 
during  the  curront  year,  tho  operative  dates  being  tho  1st  September  lj62  and 
tho  1st  July  19^3  respectively.  By  the  end  of  the  year  No,  1  Area  was  operating 
successfully,  a  total  of  £5,935 ♦I7s»°d»  being  paid  in  grants  in  respeot  of  368 
dwellinghouses.  Comparatively  few  oomplaints  were  made;  much  of  this  suocess 
can  be  attributed  to  the  ground  work  done  by  the  staff  in  visiting  and  advising 
on  the  use  of  the  various  approved  fuels,  particularly  in  an  area  which  is  coal- 
producing  and  where  so  much  concessionary  coal  is  available. 


During  the  year  No.  3  Area  was  surveyed  and  submitted  to  the  Minister  and 
approved,  with  effect  from  the  1st  September  1963.

The  tables  on  the  following  pages  give  the  comparative  results  of  the  investigation 
and  reveal  a  continuing  improvement,  small  perhaps,  but  of  signifioanoe. 

The  recording,  which  commenced  in  April  1958/  is  aohlevod  by  drawing  about  7°  cubio 
feet  of  air  every  24  hours  through  a  2"  circle  of  filter  paper,  the  suspended  matter  being 
deposited  on  the  paper  as  a  dark  stain,  this  varying  of  course  with  the  amount  of  smoke 
present  in  the  air.  The  stain  is  measured  by  means  of  a  photo-elootrio  apparatus  and 
results  are  expressed  In  mioragrammos  per  cubic  metre.  At  the  same  time  an  estimation  of 
the  amount  of  sulphur  is  made  and  expressed  as  the  average  sulphur  dioxide  oonoentration 
in  microgrammes  per  oubio  metre. 

At  the  invitation  of  tho  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Researoh,  tho  Committee 
agreed  to  participate  in  tho  National  Survey  of  Atmospheric  Pollution,  and  to  the  setting  up 
of  three  sites  for  measurement  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  at  (a)  the  Town  Hall,  (b)  Chapel 
Street  and  (o)  Firs  Lane,  This  National  Survey  came  into  operation  on  tho  Jlsh  Ootober,  1961,

In  all  other  cases  the  full 
cost  of  the  work  and  materials  is  borne  by  the  occupiers  of  the  premises,  and  in  this 
connection  the  sum  of  £38.l7s*6d,,  was  recovered  during  the  year.

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  procedure  as  to  the  methods  of  pre-baiting  and 
poisoning  is  adhered  to  throughout  this  work.  The  disinfestation  of  sewers  comprises  what  is  known 
as  an  initial  treatment  followed  by  maintenance  of  a  similar  kind  at  six-monthly  intervals.
